As per the recommendations proposed by 
Department of Industrial Policy and Promotion 
(DIPP), Government of India in Business Reform 
Action Plan , 2017 , the Department of Labour & 
Employment, Government of Goa has considered 
to bring in more transparency in the existing 
system of inspections. 

For the purpose of inspection , an establishment 
would be selected based on the risk criteria of 
industry . All the high risk industries would be 
inspected by concerned Labour Inspectors . 
Medium risk establishments have an option to 
choose between departmental inspection and Third 
Party Inspection while all Low risk establishment 
are exempted from inspection and Third Party 
certification in lieu of submission of self 
certification for compliance to all applicable labour 
laws. 


The Department of Labour and 
Employment risk profiles industries as high 
risk medium risk and low risk 
establishments with respect to the risk to 
workers in terms of their entitlements viz . 
wages, bonus & other remuneration , leave , 
holidays, working hours , work site 
facilities, safety & health , welfare and 
social security measures like gratuity, EPF , 
ESI, accident compensation etc. 
Experience of the department indicates 
that larger the establishment lower has 
been the compliance . The risk based 
categorization on the basis of number of 
workers of establishment is as follows:
